After Airman Schroeder | 


Reaches Altitude of 36,- 
020 Feet, Way Beyond 
Record, His Plane Sud- 
denly Shoots to Earth. 


AIRMAN WAS BLINDED 
WHEN PLANE LANDED 


And His Limbs Were 
Numb, But His Recovery 
Is Expected—The Plane 
Righted Itself About 
2,000 Feet Above Ground 
and Glided to Graceful 
Landing. 


Dayton, Ohio, February 
airplane carrying, Major 
Schroeder, chief test pilot at Mc- 
Cook field, today fell over five 
miles after reaching an altitude of 
36,020 fe@t, said to be 6,020 feet 
higher than the world’s record. 

Tonight the major is in a hospi- 
tal suffering from shock and tem- 
porary partial blindness. Instru- 
ments on the machine. indicate that 
it fell more than five miles in two 
minutes. 

While still 2,000 feet above the 
ground the airplane righted itself 
and glided to a graceful landing. 
When the plane ed, attendants 
who rushed toga is found Major 
Schroeder setting erect in the ma- 
chine, apparently Tifelesa. 

For a brief time residents of Day- 
ton were sure a comet had appear- 
ed in the sky. They had mistaken 
the trail of vapor escaping from the 
machine as it sped downward for 
a “stranger In the heavens,” 

Thousands of persons gazed sky- 
ward watching the plane, which had

The exhaust gas from the air- 
plang, freezing in the frigid tem- 
perature, caused a cloudlike forma- 
tion resembling the tail of a comet 
to hang below the clouds. Inasmuch 
as the airplane was not. visible, 
speculation varied as to what it 
was. witnesses inclined to 
the belief that a strange body was 
coming with a message from Mars. 
Professor William Beck, astronomer 
at St. Mary's college, making ob- 
servations through a telescope, dis- 
cerned the airplane. 

Major Schroeder lost conscious- 
ness when his machine had reached 
a height recorded by instru§Ments as

WILSON TO REJECT 
PEAGE PROPOSAL 
OF SOVIET RUSSIA 


Washington Officials Re- 
gard Offer Merely as Ef- 
fort to Spread Bolsheviki 
Propaganda. 


Washington, Febr®ary 27.—Soviet 
Russia’s proposal to the United 
States for peace will receive no con- 
sideration from the American gov- 
ernment, it wads said today at the 
state department. 

The proposal, addressed to the 
United States, Japan and Ruma- 
nia, was received at the depart- 
ment today, having been forward- 
ed by Minister Morris at Stock- 
holm. It was picked up there by 
radio after it had been broadcasted 
by the soviet wireless station at 
Moscow. 

Officials said it did not differ 
from previous proposals made by 
the bolsheviki to the great powers 
and that it would not be made pub- 
lic as it was'regarded merely as 
an effort to further soviet propa- 
ganda’ throughout the world. — 

A resolution asking the pres!i- 
dent to “re-establish full and cor- 
dial relationship” with the Russian 
people through “the government of 
Russia,” was introduced today by 
Senator France, republican, Mary- 
land, Among other things, it would 
provide for lifting the émbargo 
against shipment of goods to Rus- 
sia, for withdrawal of American 
troops from Russian soil, and for 
“negotiations concerning any ex- 


Planations or reparations which 
may be due from this country be- 
cause of our invasion of Russlan 
territory.” 
BRITISH PROPOSALS 
[TO SOVIET REGIME. 
Buenos Aires, February 27.—What 
purports to be the bases of Great 
Britain’s proposals to the soviet 
government of Russia, which James 
O'Grady, the British representative 
at Copenhagen, transmitted to 
Maxim Litvinoff, representative of 
the Moscow .government, are con- 
tained in a dispatch from the cor- 
respondent of La Naacion in Rome 
as follows: 
First—Tacit recogpétion of the 
maximalist political regime. 
Secon d—Non-interference 
Great Britain with respect to the 
condition of those eoun- 
tries separated from former Rus- 
sain rule on the west, namely, Fin- 
land, Esthonia, Lithuania, Ukrainia 
and Poland.

Wasington, February 27.—While 
there has been no intimation as to 
President Wilson's views on the rail- 
road bill, administration officials 
generally expect that he will ap- 
prove it. 

The measure was returned to the 
white house today from the depart- 
ment of iustice, which ruled that 
there was no constitutional objec- 
tion to its admission to the statute 
books. It later was referred to Di- 
rector General Hines for his opinion. 

Mr. Hines has made a study of the 
measure sincé it first was taken up 
in conference between the house and 
senate and has said that he rega: J- 
ed it as about the best~legislation 
that could be obtained under all cir- 
cumstances.

vate ownership on March 1. Ina 
Btatement issued at the close of the 
meeting the executives predicted 
that the proposed legislation would 
be successful if “the credit of the 
carriers is made sufficient to ena- 
ble them to perform their public 
duties.” 

According to the executives the 
railways are. approximately five. 
years behind in operating equipment 
as a whole and sufficient credit must 
first be established before the cor- 
riers could begin the task of over- 
coming that deficit. It was estimated 
that the roads are three years be- 
hind in passenger cars, two years 
behind in locomotives, one year be- 
hind in freight cars and two years 
behind in Pullman cars.

NO TREATY ACTION 
TAKEN BY SENATE 


But There Was Plenty of 

Talk by Bitter-Enders. 
Hoke Smith for Lodge 
Reservation About Do- 
mestic Questions. 


Washington, February 27.—The 
senate talked without acting to- 
day in its consideration of the peace 
treaty. 

As on yesterday, most of the 
time went to the irreconcilable op- 
ponents of ratification. Senator 
Norris, republican, Nebraska, one 
of the irreconcilable group, making 
a four-hour speech in denunciation 


of the treaty provisions affecting 
Egypt and the treatment accorded 
the Egyptian delegates to Ver- 
sailles, 

Only for a“brief period just be- 
fore adjournment was there any 
discussion of the pending reserva- 
tion which deals with decision of 
domestic . questions under the 
league, 

Senator Lodge’s draft, of the do- 
mestic questions reservation would 
reserve to the United States the 
right to decide what issues, such 
as immigration, are purely internal 
and therefore not subject to the 
jurisdiction, of the league of na- 
tions,

lican national convention declare 
for ratification with reservations. 

On this question, it was declared, 
divided counsels were found among 
the irreconcilables. Senator Borah, 
republican, of Idaho, has said open- 
ly that he would carry the fight 
for rejection to the people after 
the convention. Others of the group,

OKLAHOMA RATIFES 
SUFFRAGE AMENDMENT 


— 


Okalahoma City, Okla., February 
27.—Governor Robertson declared ,to* 
night that ratification of the federal 
woman suffrage amendment was 
completed “today, as far as the leg-, 
islature is concerned, when the sen- 
ate adopted the house concurrent 
resolutions. There is no way for the 
measure to be submitted to a refer- 
endum in this state, he said, wheth- 
er or not the house emergency 
clause is finally eliminated. 

The senate adopted the ratifying 
resolution, with the house emer- 
gency clause eliminated by a vote 
of 25 to 13. 

The emergency clause, declaring 
ratification effective as soon as the 
resolution was adopted by the sen- 
ate and signed by the governor, 
which would have served to block a 
referendum, was defeated, 25 for to 
17 against, as it required a two- 
thirds majority for adoption. 

The amended resolution was im- 
mediately sent back to the house 
where action on a motion to concur 
was blocked by adjournment. Con- 
sideration of the measure will be 
continued tomorrow, with suffrage 
leaders opposing concurrence.” 

The special seé@sion of the legis- 
lature is scheduled to adjourn to- 
morrow afternoon. 


Suffrage Up in West Virginia. 


Charleston, W. Va.. February 27.— 
At a special session of the legisilat- 
ure today, called for the purpose of 
voting on the ratification of the 
woman suffrage amendment, a mo- 
tion to adjourn until Monday was 
lost by a tie vote, and the senate 
will convene again tomorrow aft- 
ernoon. The vote for and against 
adjornment until Monday was gen- 
erally recognized by senators as’ an 
indication of how the senate vote 
will run on the ratification issue.

Senate Not Reassured. 


But all that does not reassure the 
senate. The senate has come to a 
point where it is as distrustful of 
Mr. Wilson at his most vigorous as 
of Mr. Wilson in impaired health. 
The senate naturally holds that if 
Mr. Wilson was wrong in failing to 
take counsel with them when heé 
was making the treaty in Paris 
much more was he in the wrong in 
failing to consult them about the

More broadly, congress has come 
to a state of distrust about the con- 
duct of the executive branch of the 
government.

In the view of some officials hera 
the time required to reach an agree- 
ment would be immaterial as com- 
pared with the lasting benefits to be 
derived from a’ satisfactory settle- 
ment.

Arkansas Considered 


One of Safe States 


For Democratic Party 


(Thig is the third pf a series of 
educational news articles on the 


present political situation in each 
State in the union, prepared by 
James A. Hollomon, The Constitu- 
tion’s well-known staff writer on 
national affairs.

Washington, February 27.—(Spe- 
cial.) — Arkansas democrats — and, 
like every other state in the old- 
new south, there is but one con- 
trolling party in Arkansas—are just 
opening one of the liveliest sena- 
torial campaigns in the history of 
the commonwealth. It is a fight, too, 
in which a legislative voting record 
during the war will enter as the 
principal issue, . 

Senator William F. Kirby, who has | 
only been in the upper branch of 
congress since November, 1916, re- 
signing as an associate justice of 
the supreme court to take his seat 
at that time,-.after having been 
elected without opposition to the un- 
expired term of Senator Clarke, de- 
ceased, is a candidate for re-elec- 
tion to the first succeeding full term. 
Opposing him is Representative 
Thaddeus H. Caraway, of the first 
district, who is already making a 
vigorous canvass. Caraway’s attack 
on Kirby is that he voted against 
the draft law and some of the other 
administration war measures, with 
the claim that he generally winked 
at and sometimes abetted the posi- 
tion of Hardwick, Vardaman, Reed 
and one or two others, who were 
generally regarded as insurgents 
during the days of war-time legis- 
lation. Kirby’s defense is that he 
voted for the war and the essential | 
measures to promote it and that he |! 
voted every support to the boys in 
uniform after they were in the fight. 


Unusual Experience. 


Senator Kirby has had a rather 
untisual experience in Arkansas pol- 
itics. In 1914 he was a candidate of | 
the primary nomination for the sen- | 
ate against the incumbent, Senator 
Clarke, and carried forty of the sev- 
enty-five counties of the state. One 
of the counties later, however, cor- 
rected its returns, and thus in- 
creased his opponent’s popular vote 
by 400 and gave Clarke the major- 
ity lead of 213 votes. A contest was 
made before the state central com- 
mittee by Clarke, who was declared 
the nominee. In this 1214 campaign 
the president wrote the first of his 
preferential letters, which have 
since become famous, he declaring 
his hope that Clarke would be re- 
turned. It is recalled that subse- 
quently, when Senator Clarke voted 
against the ship purchase act, urged 
by the president, Kirby good-natur- 
edly jibed Mr. Wilson for the con- 
sistent support given him by his 
“favorite.” 

By Decree of Fate. 


At any rate, by the decree of fate, 
Kirby wasin the senate anyway in 
the early part of the term he had | 
fought for an@# lost: and now he jis 
making a supreme fight to hold his 
place against an adversary that is 
strong and vigorous, with lots of 
loyal supporters. All over the Unit- 
ed States the people are watching 
the Kirby-Caraway fight in Ar- 
kansas. 

The democratic state primary will 
be held on the 10th of August, 
which is a little more than five 
months off, and the real heat of 
the race has not yet aeveloped. 

In this primary the women will 
vote for the first time, the franchis= 
to women in the democratic pri- 
maries only having been extended 
by the general assembly two or 
three vears ago. The women are 
required to register and pay a poll 
tax, and it is a fact that thus far 
there is no general scramble among 
them to qualify. This may be 
changed. In the meantime the leg- 
islature has already ratified the An- 
thony amendment. 


Governor Candidates. 


There seems to be an unusual 
number of Arkansas democrats this 
year who aspire to become gov- 
ernor. Governor Brough has held 
two terms, and in deference to a 
general opposition to third terms. 
he will not be a candidate again. 

At the present writing.there are 
six entries to succeed him, all of 
them coming from a single dis- 
trict, the seventh. If the other six 
districts seek similar  representa- 
tion on the gubernatorial ticket, it 
will surpass all records for its 
length: however, old politicians be- 
lieve the entries are closed. The 
announced candidates for governor 
are Ex-Congressman Thomas C. Me- 
Rae, of Prescott, who served eight- 
een years in the house, and is a 
prominent banker, lawyer and busi- | 
ness man.

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WALPOLE TO GIVE | 
TALK AT EGLESTON 
HALL NEXT MONDAY 


Hugh Walpole, who will appear 
at 3 o’clock Monday afternoon at 
Egleston hall, under the auspices 
of the Atlanta center of the Drama 
League of America, in a lectvre cn 
“Creating a Novel,” has already se- 
cured for himself an abiding place 
among British novelists of the 
twentieth century. 

The time of his lecture has been 
previously announced for 4 o'clock, 
but as Lenten services take place 
in the hall at 5 o'clock, it has been 
found necessary to change the hour 
to 3 o'clock, as above stated. 

There can be no doubt that the 
author of “Fortitude,” “Mr. Perrin 
and Mr. Traill,” “The Duchess .-of 
Wrexe,” “The Dark Forest” ‘aud 
“The Secret City” will have much 


‘to tell of novel writing as it is to- 


day in England. There could be no 
better ambassador for his fellow 
novelists. After several seasons of 
lectures on poetry and contempor- 
aneous English literature, Mr. 
Walpole will now tell of his own 
method of creating a novel. 
His Art. 

It could be imagined that one 
who takes hisart so seriously might 
produce books of an incredible dull- 
ness. Mr. Walpole is preserved 
from this by a saving grace of hu- 
mor. Humor he has, although it is 
a ‘grim humor; pathos, too, is his, 
and a keen sense of tragedy. He 
possesses the rare power of making 
his audience live in the same at- 
mosphere and be shaped 
same environment that moulds the 
lives of his characters. We are 
with him on the Russian battle line, 
we walk with him on the streets 
of Petrograd, we breathe with him 
the breath of the revolution, and 
see with ‘his discerning eyes the 
brutal hand of bolshevism.

About Economy. 


At the opening of the present 
session of congress republican lead- 
ers demanded the utmost economy 
in the matter of appropriations, 
Largely through their insistence in 
this respect the democratic: admin- 
istration reduced its estimates by 
millions of dollars, but the repub- 
licans announced that further cuts 
of about $1,250,000,000 would be 
made in appropriataions. If this 
program is carried out, it is believed 
the treasury department will be 
able to make ends meet, and the 
necessity for further bond issues 
or increased taxes will be elim- 
inated. The republicans began the 
session with promises to repeal con- 
sumption taxes. They considered 
legislation to repeal the taxes on 
clothing, furniture and other ne- 
cessities, but were unable to pass 
them because of the need for all 
the revenue provided by existing 
tax bills. Members of the ways and 
means committee contend that if 
the soldier bonuses are passed, the 
republicans not only will not be 
able to “point with pride” to a re-

date, but will have to impose ad- 
ditional taxes.

“The atate commisscions are on 
trial because if they hold back and 
retuse to co-operate with the inter- 
state commmerce commission in es- 
tablishing a harmonious system of 
rates to apply to both state and in- 
terstate commerce of the same car- 
rier, they will interpose an obstacle 
in the way of the success of the 
system for which public opinion will 
hold them responsible.

December 9 embodies the limits to

willing to ~o. ,

ALLIES ARE MILD 
IN THEIR ANSWER 
TO WILSON NOTE 


london, February 27.—The re- 
ply made by Premiers Lioyd-George 
and Millerand to President Wilson's 
latest communication on the Adri- 
atic questions repeat the assurance 
that they “never had the intention 
of making a definite settlement 


without obtaining the views of the} 


United States government.” 

The reply.’ which is dated Febru- 
ary 26, states that the absence of 
an American -vepresentative had 
proved in practice an almost in- 
surmountable obstacle to the. suc- 
cess of the negotiations, 

The premiers observe as a fact 
of the greatest importance that 
President Wilson expresses a wil- 
lingness to accept any settlement 
“mutually agreeable to Italy and 
Jugo-Slavia regarding their com- 
mon frontier in the Fiume region, 
provided such agreement is not 
made on the vasis of compensation 
elsewhere at the expense of na- 
tionals of a third power.” 

This the premiers agree will be 
an ideal way of settling the ques- 
tion and they express willingness 
to do their utmost to reach a set- 
tlement by this road. In order to 
facilitate this process they are 
ready to withdraw their proposals 
of December 9 and January 20 be- 
cause they believe if the parties 
principally concerned believe the 
allied and associated powers com- 
mitted to supporting them in any 
particular solution it will be more 
difficult. to secure a voluntary 
agreement. 

Invitation te Wilsen. 

The premiers, therefore, cordially 
invite the president to join them in 
a formal proposal to the Italian 
and Jugo-Slav governments to ne- 
gotiate an agreement won the basis 
of withdrawal of all previous pro- 
posals, 

If. however, this attempt should 
prove unsuccessful, the French and 
British premiers agree that the 
United States, Great Britain and 
France should once more consider 
the question in common, with the 
view of arriving at concrete pro- 
posals. 

The premiers express appreciation 
of and agreement with President 
Wilson's views with regard to the 
future of the Albanian people and 
say they are willing to urge upon 
the governments interested that 
they should bring their desires into 
line with th American viewpoint. 

With regard to the treaty of Lon- 
don the premiers state that its “se- 
cret character was due to military 
exigencies preventing its publica- 
tion during the war.” 

The premiers declare they can 
not disguise that should no volun- 
tary settlement of the Adriatic 
problem be attained the treaty of 
London would become the only 
valid alternative as far as they are 
concerned. 

Italy has co-operated loyally, 
they say, in trying to find a sub- 
stitute for the pact and the allies 
hope they will succeed in finding 
such a substitute. ,

GIVEN TO IRELAND 


By the Home-Rule Bill 
Introduced in Commons. 
One Parliament in North 
and One in South. 


London, February 27.—The gov- 
ernment tonight made public the 
text of its Irish home rule bill in- 
troduced in the house of commons 
on Wednesday and passed through 
its first reading by title.- The 


given to the house by Premier 


Lloyd-George in December last. By 
its provisions two parliaments would 

set up. one for the north of 
Ireland and the other for the south 
of ireland, the northern parliament 
to consist of 52 members and the 
southern of 128 members, 

The representation fn the Impe- 
rial parliament would be 12 for 
north Ireland, 30 for south Ireland, 
necessitating the reapportionment 
of Ireland, which is provided for 
in the bill. 

The northern area would be com- 
posed of the counties of Antrim, 
Armagh, Down, Fermanagh, Lon- 
donderry and Tyrone and the bor- 
oughs of Belfast and Londonderry. 

A Council fer Ireland. 

A “council for Ireland,” composed 
of forty members, half of whom 
would be selected by each of the 
parliaments, is also provided for in 
the bill. The legislativé powers of 
the new council would be only those 
granted it by the two legislatures, 
but the framers of the bill hope it 
will form a nucleus around which 
would be built one parliament for 
the whole of Ireland. Almost unlim- 
ited executive, legislative and ju- 
dicial powers are provided for such 
a united parliament, but the pow- 
ers to be conferred on the separate 
parliaments would be considerably 
curtailed. Responsibility for organ- 
izing the united parliament and the 
power to create it is left entirely 
with the two legislatures. The bill 
provides that the united parliament, 
if formed, would control the customs 
and excise. 

At the outset, according to the 
bill, the parliament would have full 
control of education, local govern- 
ment and the land policy, agricul- 
ture, roads and bridges, transporta- 
tion, old age pensions, insurance 
municipal affairs, housing, hospi- 
tals and licenses. All the judicial) 
offices would be controlled by the 
Irish parliaments, each body :con- 
trolling the offices in its own dis- 
tricts, but there would be a court 
of appeal for the whole of Ireland, 
ro over by the lord chancel- 
or. 

What the government considers 
one of the chief safeguards _—in 
drafting the powers of the parlia- 
ment is a provision specifically pro- 
hibiting either body from establish- 
ing any particular religious creed 
or penalizing anyone for belong- 
ing to or not belonging to any re- 
ligious denomination. 


Imperial Parliament Control. 


It is provided in the bill that the 
imperial parliament control the 
higher judiciary officers until such 
time as the two parliaments might 
be agreed on the method of ap- 
pointing them. The imperial par- 
liament also would control the roy- 
al Irish constabulary of Dublin and 
the metropolitan police for three 
years, if a united parliament is not 
organized by that time. 

Other powers reserved to the im- 
perial parliament embrace the 
crown, peace and war, foreign af- 
fairs, army and navy, coinage, de- 
fense, treason, trade outside Ire- 
land, postoffdce, navigation, includ-’ 
ing merchant shipping, wireless and 
cables, colleetion of income and ex- 
cess profits taxes and customs and 
excises. 

The two parliaments 
given the immediate right to collect 
certain taxes, 
ties, stamp taxes, entertainment 
taxes, license fees and such others 
of a similar nature which the leg- 
islatures might devise. It is stipu- 
lated that Ireland contribute for 
two years to the support of the em- 
pire on the basis of 1919-20, which 
figures about 18,000,000 pounds an- 
nually. Of this 18,000 pounds, 
north Ireland would contribute 42 
per cent and south Ireland 58 per 
cent. 

A joint exchequer board would be 
created to determine the taxable ca- 
pacity of Ireland in relation to the 
balance of the United Kingdom and 
decide what amount Ireland should 
contribute after the two-year pe- 
riod. The decision of this board 
will stand for five years, when the 
cage may be reopened. The board 
shall consist of equal numbers of 
rerpesentatives of the Irish parlia- 
ments and the imperial parliament, 
with an independent chairman. This 
board would also be charged with 
devising means of providing guar- 
antees for Ireland's contribution 
toward the support of the empire, 
should a united Irish parliament 
assume control of the excises and 
customs. 

What Ireland Mast Pay. 


The amount Ireland would have 
to contribute is somewhat reduced 
by a provision in the bill that the 
United Kingdom shall present l,- 
000,000 pounds to each of the two 
parliaments at the outset defray 
their expenses. I tis also provided 
that the Irish 


nually. The bill contains a detail- 
ed government proposal for imme- 
diate completion of a land purchase 
gseheme, Civil servants as regards 
pensions would be protected by the 
imperial government, according to 
another provision of the bill. his 
is one of the reasons why impe- 
rial contro! of the postoffice is to 
be retained, notwithstanding the 
home rule bill of 1914 made Ire- 
land’s ‘postoffice an Irish institu- 
tion. The imperial parliament would 
retain this control untfl such time 
as the two parliaments work out a 
scheme for its direction by the 
council for Ireland and request the 
imperial parliament to turn it over.

ajor Schroeder’s first altitude 
record was made at Dayton, Sep- 
tember 18, 1918, wheecn he flew a 
Bristol fighting machine to an alti- 
tude of 28,900 feet. 

Leaving the field at 10:45 o’clock 
this morning, Major Schroeder bat- 
tled for two hours and five min- 
utes against changing air currents 
and tn a bitter cold atmosphere un- 
til he reached an altitude of 36,020 


eet. 

Riding alone. almost seven miles 
above the earth in a polar climate 
and against a wind which Peary 
encountered that blows always a* 
100 miles an hour or more, Major 
Schroeder fought foot by foot to 
drive his plane highcr 

Officers of the field say his ma- 
chine must have fallen into a tail 
spin, as otherwise his plane would 
‘have collapsed when he regained 
consciousness ard righted it, after 
the descent of more than five 
miles. 

Jolted to His Senses. 

» The sudden change in air pres- 
sure from lesS than three pounds 
at 36,000 feet to 14.7 pounds at 
sea level, crushed hte gasoline tanks 
on his machine and caused them 
to collapse. besides jolting Major 
Schroeder to his senses. 

Modern inventions, unthought of 
before the war, made not only Ma- 
jor Schroeder’s air voyage poss!i- 
ble, but also enabled him to return 
with an accurate scientific record 
of the flieht to substantiate his 
verbal claims. His machine was 
equipped with a Moss super-charger 
and was the same as used August 
2, 1919, when he broke the world’s 
speed record for high. altitude by 
flyfnge 137 miles an hour at a height 
of 18,400 feet. | 

The Moss supér-charger is a de- 
vice composed of a gas turbine and 
centrifugal air compressor. The 
turbine derives its power from the 
red hot exhause gases from the 
Liberty motor. The power generat- 
ed by the gas turbine is used to 
operate the centrifugal air compres- 
sor at about 22,000 revolutions per 
minute, and the air so compressed 
is fed to the carburetor at the same 
pressure as the air at sea level. 
Thus the Liberty motor delivered 
full 400-horsepower, even though at 
high altitude. 

Dressed to Withstand Cold, 

Major Schroeder was dressed 
heavier than any polar explorer 
who ever set forth. He literally 
was wrapped in flexible electric 
heaters. His flying suit was lined 
with the fur of Chinese nuchwang 
dogs ahd betwen the fur and outer 
lining, fletible electric units, con- 
nected by silk covered wires with 
the dynAmo of the engine, heated 
the entire suit. In a Jike manner 
his headgear, loves and mocca- 
sins were heated. Major Schroeder 
wore an oxygen mask of his own 
design. ad 

Captain Harrison W. Flickinger, 
chief calibration officer of McCook 
field, said Major Schroeder's record 
would be first sent to war depart- 
ment officials at Washington and 
later to officials of the Aero Club 
of America. The Aero Club of 
Ameriea ,recognized by the Feder- 
ation Aeronautique internationale, 
will be asked to certify the record 
to the world. 

Schroeder Tells Story. 

Between periods of unconscious- 
ness Mapor R. W. Schroeder tonizcht 
told the story of his flight against 
wind, cold and lack of oxygen al- 
most seven miles above the earth. 
That he had shattered the world’s 
altitude record, fallen more thun 
fi.e miles, and narrowly eseaped 
deeih, did not seem important to 
him in view of his failure to reach 
a height of forty thousand feet, the 
gZ0ai he set for himself when he took 
the. air this morning. Relating ‘is 
batt'« for life far above the clouds, 


the army post hospital said: 

“kL was thinking of nothing but 
that I wanted to attain a height of 
forty thousand feet when suddenly 
the oxygen stopped flowing. Then, 
all at once, it seemed as though a 
terrible explosion took place with- 
in my head. 
could nct open them. I realized I 
was falling. 

“I guess I pulled hard of the stick, 
for I knew I must straighten out fur 
a glide. The lane seemed to ride 
easy. I opened my eyes. but could 
nee nothing of the greund. I closed 
my eyes tightly and again opened 
them, seeing that I was over W1l- 
bur Wright field,-close to the hang- 
ars. I could not land there. 

“I tilted my machine for a climb, 
intended to make sure of a good 
altitude ard then jump for it with 
my parachute. But at that instant 
McCook field came into view. I 
guess I just became an automatom 
and came down all right.” 

Major Schroeder announced his tn- 
tention of making another atten pt 
to reach an altitude of forty thous- 
end feet.

Jobn N. Willys, of the Willys- 
Overland Automobile company, 
argued this contention in a recent 
public statement, in which he said 
that all the talk one hears “about 
‘unrest’ has unquestionably had a 
powerful influence in turning men’s 
minds from the old American ideal 
of a full hour’s work for a full hour’s 
pay;” and hence away from Ameri- 
canism and toward a belief that 
anarchy and destruction are threat- 
ening the very life of civilized so- 
ciety. 

With unassailable truthfulness 
“It is an unques- 
tioned fact that men in this country 
who work have better food, better 
clothes, a better time, better edu- 
cation, and better opportunities for 
their families than they ever had 
before, and better than those in any 
other country in the world.” - 

And yet, he argued, we hear com- 
paratively little mention of the 
good things in American life, but 
almost ceaseless discussion of un- 
rest, bolshevism, I. W. W.-ism, the 
high cost of living, strikes, etc. 

In other words, we are prone to 
overlook the blessings that are 
ours, and pay altogether too much 
attention to those things that are 
unpleasant and disturbing. 

“The chief menace of bolshevism 
and other ‘isms,’” in the opinion 
of Mr. Willys, “is their perverted 
economics;” and he maintains with 
sound logic that— 


“if they could be dropped from the 
public eye, and if in their place 
could be taught the sound doctrine 
that dollars won’t buy bread unless 
somebody bakes it, these menacing 
‘isms’ would wither and die through 
sheer lack of sustenance.” 


All of which is based upon reason 
and common sense; and in it all is 
a line of constructive counsel and 
mature advice that might be fol- 
lowed to infinite advantage. 


PIEDMONT COLLEGE. 

Piedmont college, at Demorest, 
Ga., a splendid institution that, ren- 
dering invaluable service to the 
mountain boys and girls of the 
south, has reached a point in its de- 
velopment where it must have ad- 
ditional financial resources with 
which to keep pace with the con- 
stantly increasing demands made 
upon it by the class of citizens it 
serves.

At any rate, the cold fact re- 
mains that during the Roosevelt ad- 
ministration of seven years there 
were more cabinet changes’ than 
during the Wilson administration of 
the same period.

REPUBLICANS FROWN 
UPON EXTENSION. 


One of the first acts of the Wil- 
son administration that met with 
the qualified approval of the busi- 
ness men of the nation, especially 
those who engaged in foreign trade 
or expected to, was an efficient 
system for the promotion and de- 
velopment of America’s foreign 
commerce. Heretofore, so far as 
government activities were con- 
cerned, American exporters « de- 
pended upon the consular reports 
as to trade conditions and prospects 
abroad. 

While good in its way, this sys- 
tem soon proved its limitations. 
The consuls could not be expected 
to be business experts, and their 
information often failed in the 
very points that were necessary for 
the exporter to know in order to 
successfully compete with foreign 
manufacturers. This void was filled 
by the American commercial at- 
taches, men trained in business 
ways,*American business expansion 
possibilities and foreign consumers’ 
peculiar demands. When the com- 
mercial attaches issued bulletins on 
new sales fields, described the 
kinds of goods wanted, how they 
should be packed for certain couyp- 
tries, etc., their utterances were re- 
garded as authoritative by Ameri- 
can business men. 

The present republican-controlled 
congress proposes to destroy all 
this work, and at a time above all 
others when America should be in 
the forefront of those nations seek- 
ing to place their merchandise be- 
fore the entire world. 

The present act, as passed by a 
democratic congress, provided $325,- 
000 for the promotion and develop- 
ment of foreign and domestic com- 
merce. The republican leaders in 
the house ordered a slashing, and 
the figures for the new appropria- 
tion are $175,000, a cut of nearly 
one-half. 

There were about one dozen com- 
mercial attaches, who, as their title 
indicates, were a part of the person- 
nel of America’s embassies and le- 
gations. England, France, Italy 
and Japan, and formerly Germany, 
Russia, the Balkans, etc., were 
among the countries where Ameri- 
can trade was placed at a cost of

Representative Upshaw had read 
into The Congressional Record the 
page advertisement of sixty-eight 
employers of labor: that appeared 
recently in Atlanta papers—a most

HOW FOOD PRICES 
VARY IN FIFTY CITIES. 


Talking about the high cost of 
living, the following tabulation of 
changes in retail prices of food in 
fifty cities is quite interesting. I 
compiled the figures from the re- 
ports from the bureau of labor sta- 
tistics, which ordinarily are as 
“dry” as prohibition-Washington. 
and believe me, that’s going— 

The average family expenditure 
for 22 articles of food increased 
from December 15, 1919, to January 
15, 1920, in 41 cities and decreased 
in 9 cities. In Memphis and Mo- 
bile the decrease was 2 per cent. 
In Atlanta, Birmingham, Cleveland. 
Denver, Kansas City, Omaha and 
Portland, Maine, the decrease was 1 
per cent. In Charleston, Indianapo- 
lis, Minneapolis, Portland, Oregon; 
St. Paul, Salt Lake City, and Seat- 
tle, the increase was 1 per cent. 
Bridgeport, Chicago, Columbus, Lit- 
tle Rock, Los Angeles, Milwaukee, 
New Haven, New York, and Phila- 
delphia increased 2 per cent each; 
Baltimore, Boston, Buffalo, Detroit, 
Louisville, Manchester, Newark, Nor- 
folk, Peoria, Pittsburg, Providence, 
Richmond, Rochester, St. Louis, San 
Francisco, and Washington in- 
creased 3 per cent é€ach: Cincinnatl, 
Houston, Jacksonville, New Orleans, 
Scranton and Springfield increased 
4 per cent each. In Butte and Dal- 
las the increase was 5 per cent, and 
in Fall River, 6 per cent. 

During the ear period from Jan- 
vary, 1919, ~.v -ry, 1920, the 
greatest increase, or 16 per cent, 
was shown in Minneapolis. The 
next largest increase, or 11 pér cent, 
was in Chicago, Detroit and Spring- 
field. The other cities showed in- 
creases ranging from 1 per cent in 
Baltimore to 10 per cent in Cincin- 
nati, Fall River, Omaha, Peoria, St. 
Louls and St. Paul. 

As compared with the average ex- 
penditure in the year 1913, the fol- 
lowing cities showed an increase of 
1°) per cent and over; Fall River 
and Philadelphia, 100 per cent each:

NIGHTMARES. 

Nightamare is a hallucination of 
the subconscousness due to oxygen 
hunger. 

This want of oxygen is but rarely 
due to insufficient ventilation now- 
adays. The proportion of oxygen 
in the air-of a room may be re- 
duced, by breathing and rebreath- 
ing, from the normal 20 per cent to 
only 15 per cent before any appreci- 
able discomfort is felt by the occu- 
pant of the room, and both crowid- 
ing and careful exclusion of air 
would be necessary to reduce the 


oxygen to that proportion. Only in 
the most prémeditated circum- 


cluded from the sleeping room. 
There are still a few benighted peo- 
ple who:‘do strive to prevent in 
every possible way the admission of 
fresh air to a sleeping room at 
night. These ~~ are the ones 
who are likely ‘to be the victims of 
accidental illuminating or coal gas 
poisoning. 

If the oxygen-carrying “apacity 
of the red blood corpuscles be some- 
what diminished, as in, mild carbon 
monoxide gas poisoning, the victim 
is likely to suffer nightmares. In 
New England a few years ago a 
}“haunted house” was rid of its 
“ghosts” by the discovery and re- 
pair of a leak in the furnace flue 
whereby occupants of a certain 
room were mildly poisoned with 
carbon monoxide gas and dreamed 
horribly dreams of ghostly visitors. 

A child with nasal obstruction, as 
by chronic rhinitis or adenoids or 
very large tonsils, is likely to sleep 
restlessly and have nighmares. 

An individual whose life is seden- 
tary and whose food is about 20 
‘per cent superfluous suffers from 
sub-oxidation and is likely to have 
night mares after a particularly 
heavy overload of nourishment. 

People who imagine they can 
keep well and vigorous without 
daily exercise are likely to have 
nightmares. Exercise increases the 
absorption of oxygen. 

People who have the “fad,” as 
mollycoddles call it, of sleeping out 
of doors, are rarely troubled with 
nightmares or unpleasant dreams. 

A clergyman who is also a uni- 
versity. executive recently received 
visits of his dead wife’s spirit—al- 
ways in the early gray dawn when 
the clergyman was just in the bor- 
derland between sleep and waking 


—a region wherein our minds often 
play us queer tricks. There is a 
medium state—not a spiritualistic 
medium state necessarily——between 
consciousness and unconsciousness 
when we may weave our dreams 
with actualities and produce some 
wondrous results. Then, if we are 
somewhat credulous—well, I would 
prescribe for this exigency two 
miles of oxygen three times a day, 
a remedy which I think would work 
wonders for some of the cloth. 

In fact, that is my prescription 
for nightmares—two miles of oxy- 
gen on the hoof, tres in diem.

Living Costs Higher 
In 6 Foreign Countries 
Than in United States 


Washington, February 27.—Living 
costs have advanced more in air. 


foreign countries since ivi4 than in 
the United States, according to 
comparisons of retail food prices in 
nine countries, including America, 
made public today by the bureau of 
labor statistics. In Australia and 
New Zealand, however, the advance 
was less than in this country. 

Taking July, 1914, as the 
point, the bureau shows that the 
retail prices of the principal food 
articles in the United States had 
increased by 88 per cent in Septem- 
ber, 1919, compared with advancea 
of 116 per cent in Great Britain, and 
93 per cent in Canada during ths 
same period. 

The comparisons are made from 
the latest reports from the various 
countries. In August, 1919, the in- 
crease in the United States was 36 
per cent compared with 169 per 
eent in France, 112 per cent in 
Norway, and 210 per cent in Swed-

Imported Vegetables 
Cheaper in American 
‘ Than the Homegrown 


Washington, February 27.—Euro- 
pean cabbage, Asiatic peanuts and 
Spanish onions are among the many 
imported vegetables competing on 
the domestic market with home- 
grown truck. The department of 
agriculture announced today that the 
re.urn of more favorable conditions 
of ocean freight and lower rates of 
exchange have made possible the 
reappearance of competition from 
k-urope in the American markets, 

With the shilling worth about 
seventeen cents instead of twenty- 
four cents and other foreign units 
depressed also, importers are in posi- 
tion to undersell the native product 
in some instances. Irish potatoes 
are reported offered in limited 
quantities f. o. b., sacked Belfast 
on the basis of $2.27 per hundred 
pounds, which may be compared 
with wholesale prices averaging 
about $5 in New York and other 


eastern cities. Canadian potatoes 
are selling about on a par with 
leading markets in this country, al- 
lowing for freight charges. 

Spanish onions have been in very 
heavy supply and at about $420 per 
one hundred pounds have sold con- 
siderab! lower in city markets than 
the native stock. 

Cabbage from northern Europe 
also is being landed in New York at 
a cost reported about two-thirds 
the local prices of best domestic 
stock, Asiatic peanuts are another 
product which undersells somewhat 
the na.vi.e product of similar grade.

To Hundred Victims of “Flu”

' Co-operating with the public 
health department in meeting the 
presént emergency of the “flu,” the 
ennteen committee of the Atlanta 
chapter of the Red Cross is perform- 
ing an admirable service. Yester- 
day, through the improvised Red 
(ross kitchen established on the cor- 
ner of Baker and Ivy atreets, more 
dhan one hundred people, victims of 
the “flu,” were furnished with hot 
whatever food was recom- 
doctors or 


spup or 
mended for them by 
nurses, 

“The establishment of the Red 

Cross diet kitchen has proved a 
great ald to the public health de- 
partment, said one of the district 
nurses yesterday. 
“By having the right food prepar- 
ed and sent to the homes of people 
who cannot prepare it for them- 
frelves, the public health nurses are 
enabled to make ten visits where 
they formerly could make but two, 
for in cases where a nurse has to 
stop) to cook for patients it takes 
up the time which might otherwise 
be given to visiting and helping out 
other patients.” 

Now a nurse, finding that patients 
need nourishment which no member 
of the family can prepare for them. 
at once informs Mrs. James Dickey, 
Chairman of the Red Cross kitch- 
én, and she sees to it that nourish- 
ment is sent the patients at once. 

“Another way in which the Atlanta 
chapter is co-operating in meeting 
the flu emergency is tn the es- 
tablishment of the flu ward tin 
connection with the Grady hospital,” 
explained Mrs. James L. Dickey yes- 
terday. 

"Through Doctor Elkin we secured 
the privileges of the medical bulld- 
ing across the atreet from the 
(jrady, ard quickly it was equipped 


to accomodate those patients in the 
Grady who were recuperating but 
still needed care and nourishment. 
By putting them in the emergency 
ward, room was made for pneunionia 
patients whose lives depended upon 
their getting to the hospitel. 

“More than fifty patients have 
thus been cared for in the emer- 
gency ward, with Missa Dougherty 
in charge. 

“We need volunteers for the de- 
livering of our food,” further stated 
Mrs, Dickey, “also helpers here in 
the kitchen. We must be ready to 
fill orders at any time, and all day 
yesterday the orders were coming 
in. 

“We are co-operating with the 
Associated Charities and they are 


working with us, and we are in 
daily touch with the city warden 


and his offices. 
“The siiuatior is a pecullar one. 
The warden can furnish food ard 


the charities can do their part, but 
in this emergency the provisions van 
do no good when sent to people 
who are not able to prepare the food 
for themseives. That is where our 
rart of the work comes in. We pre- 
pare the food, where it is reported 
to us as reeded by either the chari- 
ties, the city warden, the district 
nurses, the hospital or any doctor. 

“Always in such emergencies one 
discovers many cases of need which 
might otherwise not be reported.

Have you, in any of your rooms. 
a lomg horizontal stretch of wall 
that doesn’t lend itself well to trim- 
mings?

want large pictures in a sleeping 
room, and only a few small ones:

FRENGH RAIL STRIKE 
“REVOLUTIONARY 


Paris, February 27.—The rallroad 
strike from which France is suf- 
fering was characterized as a “rev- 
olutionary” development by Premier 
Millerand in the chamber of depu- 
ties this afternoon. 

The premier, speaking on a bill 
authorizing the requisition of auto- 
mobiles, trucks and airplanes in case 
of interruption of railroad traffic 
by the strike, said: 

“We are facing a political move- 
ment, or, calling it by its name, 
a revolutionary movement under a 
puerile pretext.” 

The bill was adopted by § the 
chamber. M. Millerand in support- 
ing immediate passage of the meas- 
ure declared that “no organization, 
no matter how important, has the 
right to put itself in opposition to 
the nation.” He said thé govern- 
ment had resorted to mobilization 
and would resort to mobilization 
whenever necessary. The premier 
asserted the railroad strike was not 
a union or professional movement.” 

Railroad men at the eastern sta- 
tion in this city ceased work at 7 
o'clock this morning and the strike 
situation became worse at the 
northern station. Railroad service 
to suburban points was still fur- 
ther diminished with the exception 
of the line on the right bank of the 
Seine to Versailles. Railroad work- 
ers at Nice have struck, according 
to reports. 

Delegates of railway workmen's 
unions conferred with the. premier 
yesterday afternoon relative to 
some action which would bring 
about a reconsideration of the dis- 
missal of a workman named Cam- 
panaud, which caused the walkout of 
men of the Paris, Lyons and Med- 
iterranean line, but the best M. Mil- 
lerand could do was to advise the 
men to submit their case to arbi- 
tration. In the meantime the rail- 
road company has dismissed 
strike leaders in addition to Cam- 
panaud.

The foundations of the harbor.

and 500 yards wide, consist of huge 
blocks of concrete. All these have 
to be destroyed. The ground on 
which the barracks stand, to re- 
claim which from the sea multi- 
tudes of Germans worked for years 
at a cost of $5,000,000, is to be re- 
turned to the sea. Everything in 
the defenses of Helgoland is worked 
by hydraulic power. he water 
necessary for the defense and san- 
itary purposes is drawn by huge 
pumps from fifty feet below séa- 
level.

“The 
condition, described as the ultra- 
radical class war movement in the 
United States,” he declared, “is the 
greatest menace to the peace, safe- 
ty and good order of the coun- 


“Already,” he asserted, “there are 
evidences of reorganization of the 
revolutionary groups so as to escape 
the operation of the deportation 
statutes. Naturalized citizens, who 
as individuals are immune under 
the present laws, are taking the 
lead, feeling safe by reason of the 
difficulty of the government's mak- 
ing a@ casSe under the conspiracy 
statute.” 

“The deficiencies of our present 
laws,” he said, “are well illustrated 
by the fact that bomb-throwers, 
who, with intent only to injure 
the government, made murderous 
attacks upon the homes of govern- 
ment officials, committed no crime 
under the federal statute. ...

Warrants will be sworn out after the jury reports, and the men 


will be arrested upon their expected arrival here from Los Angeles - 


tomorrow, this official said. Their bonds will be fixed at $1,000 each, 


it was said. 

The indictment followed weeks of investigation conducted by E. M. 
Blantord, chief of the department of justice bureau of investigation, 
and Colonel ©. W. Thomas, assistant United States district attomey — 
here. The investigation was prompted by public charges by Maxine 
Dempsey, divorced wife of the pugilist, that she had been compelled to 
attest Dempsey'’s claim for exemption. 

Subsequently Mrs. Dempsey presented an affidavit to Colonel 
Thomas, in which® she retracted the charges, saying they had been 
caused by pique against Dempsey. This affidavit figured in the grand 
jury inquiry. Mrs. Dempsey, Frank Spellman, a representative of a 
moving picture company; a number of persons prominent in state sport 
circles, and executives of the draft board which exempted Dempsey, 
appeared before the jury. 

Federal officials said they were advised that Dempsey and Kearns 
would arrive tomorrow from Los Angeles to surrender themselves.
